Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
year  1950 

The  decrease  of  100  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population  is  accounted  for, 
in  all  probability,  by  the  re-housing  of  Scarborough  residents  in  the  Corporation’s 
Eastfield  Estate  which  is  situated  outside  the  Borough  boundaries. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  14.1  per  1,000  population  approximates  to  last  year’s 
rate  of  14.3.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  15.5  per  1,000  which  when  adjusted 
by  the  Comparability  Factor  becomes  11.9  per  1,000,  comparable  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  which  was  11.6  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Vascular  System 
caused  64.5%  of  all  deaths  and  Cancer  for  12.5%  of  the  total;  13  (1.9%)  deaths 
were  due  to  Tuberculosis.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  or  72.5%  of  all  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65;  30%  of  the  total  being  in  persons  who 
had  reached  their  eightieth  birthdays.  One  death  was  associated  with  pregnancy. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  steadily  declined 
during  the  last  half  century,  but  Scarborough  tended  to  lag  behind  the  national 
rate  until  1950,  for  which  year  the  extraordinarily  low  figure  of  17.7  per  1,000 
live  births  is  reported  —  by  far  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  for  the  town. 
It  is  noted  with  particular  interest  that  Prematurity  was  a  contributory  cause  of 
an  infant  death  in  only  three  instances. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  have  been  especially  prevalent  during  the 
last  two  years;  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  rather  more  frequently  and  five  cases 
of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  reported  among  residents  in  1950;  no  death  was 
caused  by  any  of  these  diseases.  The  last  case  of  Diphtheria  which  occurred 
in  Scarborough  was  in  1944;  no  instance  of  the  Enteric  Group  of  Fevers  in  a 
resident,  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  Corporation  were  able  to  erect  only  132  houses  at  their  Eastfield  Estate 
and  none  within  the  Borough  Area  during  1950.  It  is  disappointing  that  more 
labour  and  materials  cannot  be  diverted  to  the  pressing  need  of  providing  more 
houses  for  the  people,  more  expeditiously;  for  there  are  many  Scarborough 
families  living  in  substandard  houses  or  are  overcrowded. 

In  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  will  be  found  an  account  of  the 
attention  given  by  your  Public  Health  Department  to  food  preparation  and  food 
handling  business  premises.  The  advent  of  a  number  of  untrained  seasonal 
workers  may  well  lead  to  a  lowering  of  that  high  standard  of  food  handling 
normally  found  in  Scarborough;  but  this  need  not  be  a  serious  matter  if  the  more 
experienced  personnel,  working  alongside  them,  will  accept  the  onus  of  correcting 
unhygienic  practices  often  followed  by  the  untrained  and,  if  proprietors  grant  to 
untrained  staff,  facilities  to  enable  them  to  undergo  teaching  in  at  least  the 
elementary  principles  of  food  handling.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrange- 
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ments  had  been  completed  for  launching  a  Clean  Food  Campaign;  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  had  undergone  post-grade  teaching  in  Food  Hygiene  and  your  Health 
and  Housing  Committee  had  allocated  a  sum  of  £75  for  the  purchase  of  equipment 
etc. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  empowers  Local  Authorities 
to  apply  to  a  Magistrate’s  Court  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  suitable  premises 
“  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  necessary  care  and  attention  of  persons  who  — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons,  proper  care  and  attention.” 

In  one  instance  these  powers  were  initiated  by  the  Borough  Council  in  1950, 
but  were  subsequently  withdrawn  when  the  person  in  question  consented  to  ad¬ 
mission  to  an  institution. 

The  powers  granted  to  Local  Authorities  by  this  section  are  such  that  I  feel 
they  should  be  applied  only  if  a  person  has  reached  a  state  of  feebleness  and 
neglect  that  transfer  to  a  hospital  or  to  an  institution  is  imperative — despite  the 
individual’s  wishes  to  the  contrary. 

There  seems  to  be  a  tendency,  in  some  quarters,  to  regard  removal  “  to 
suitable  premises,”  as  the  ideal  means  of  ensuring  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  but, 
provided  they  are  no  great  nuisance  to  others  and  are  fairly  active  themselves, 
it  should  be  our  endeavour  to  respect  their  oft  expressed  desire  to  remain  in  their 
own  homes.  I  believe  it  is  not  to  their  benefit  to  uproot  old  people,  against 
their  wills,  from  the  homes  to  which  they  have  become  attached;  to  divorce  them 
from  the  familiar  haunts  with  associated  memories;  to  deprive  them  of  the 
customary  visit  by  the  kindly  neighbour  who  just  “  pops  in  ”  with  her  word  of 
cheer. 

Doubtless  there  are  many  aged  and  infirm  persons  living  in  insanitary  condi¬ 
tions,  whose  removal  to  suitable  premises  appears  to  be  warranted,  but  only 
where  those  facilities  (Domiciliary  Nursing,  Home  Helps,  Meals  on  Wheels,  etc.,) 
intended  to  assist  in  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  are  not  available  or  are  unacceptable 
to  the  individual,  should  it  be  necessary  to  invoke  compulsory  powers  of  removal. 

I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
and  Housing  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year;  to  Mr.  R.  H. 
Stephenson,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  prepared  Parts  “  D  ”  and  “  E  ”  of  the 
report,  and  to  Mr.  Toft  and  the  clerical  staff  who  carried  out  their  duties  with 
commendable  efficiency  and  loyalty.

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Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  continued  to  be  prevalent  during  1950;  the 
nature  of  the  illness  in  both  diseases  was  mild,  leading  to  few  complications  and 
no  deaths.  The  single  case  of  para-typhoid  fever  included  in  the  above  table 
occurred  in  a  non-resident  whose  condition  was  diagnosed  after  admission  to  a 
local  hospital.  Two  cases  of  very  mild  food  poisoning  were  notified,  but  it  was 
not  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

(C)  MISCELLANEOUS. 

(i)  MEDICAL  AND  SLIPPER  BATHS. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Medical  and  Slipper  Baths  submitted  the  following 
report  on  the  work  of  these  Departments  during  the  year :  — 

The  Establishment  continues  to  provide  a  service  for  the  administration  of 
skilled  physical  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  profession,  who 
give  an  encouraging  measure  of  support  to  the  project.  In  addition  to  what 
might  be  termed  the  “  Private  Practice  of  Physiotherapy,”  that  is,  the  availability 
of  treatment  outside  the  provision  of  the  National  Health  Service,  there  has  now 
been  inaugurated  a  system  whereby  a  limited  number  of  patients  can  be  treated 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Such  patients  are  referred 
by  the  Specialist  Service  of  the  Scarborough  &  Whitby  Group  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  laid  down  by  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

Two  special  Ultra  Violet  Ray  Clinics  have  now  become  a  recognised  feature 
of  the  Health  Services  of  the  town.  The  first  is  conducted  for  infants  referred 
for  treatment  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Clinic; 
the  other,  for  school  children  who  are  sent  along  from  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic 
of  the  School  Health  Service. 

In  addition,  a  clinic  takes  place  one  evening  weekly  during  the  winter  months 
for  employees  of  several  of  the  larger  stores  in  the  town,  a  prophylactic  course  of 
Ultra  Violet  Ray  being  considered  to  diminish  the  severity  of  seasonal  infections 
of  the  upper  respiratory  tract,  thereby  cutting  down  the  time  lost  to  industry  by 
illness. 

It  is  noted,  finally,  that  the  title  “  Medical  Baths  ”  is  fast  becoming  a 
misnomer,  a  more  appropriate  designation  would  probably  be  something  on  the 
lines  of  “  Physical  Treatment  Centre,”  as  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  the  actual 
number  of  patients  treated  by  partial  or  total  immersion  in  the  various  medicated 
waters  that  can  be  provided,  is  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  total  number  of 
people  using  the  Establishment. 

SLIPPER  BATHS. 

The  Slipper  Baths  have  now  been  functioning  for  eighteen  months,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  they  are  being  used  with  an  increasing  popularity. 

The  average  attendance  of  300  persons  weekly  compares  favourably  with 
the  national  average  for  towns  of  similar  size. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  reliable  authority  estimates  that  there  is  in  Scarborough, 
one  house  in  three  without  a  fitted  bath,  which  means  roughly  15,000  townspeople 
who  lack  adequate  bathing  facilities  at  home.  Excluding  the  very  young,  this 
might  give  an  approximate  figure  of  10,000  who  could  be  potential  patrons. 
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It  is  noted  that  this  appreciation  of  the  situation  coincides  with  the  findings 
of  a  Government  investigation  during  the  year  on  the  bathing  habits  of  the 
population  of  Great  Britain.

Cii)  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Borough  and  Water  Engineer  kindly  prepared  the  following  account  for 
inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report :  — 

Water  Supply  to  the  Borough  of  Scarborough. 

The  Scarborough  Corporation  Waterworks  supply  the  whole  of  the  Borough 
and  the  villages  of  Cayton,  Seamer  and  Irton  where  there  is  a  pipe  supply. 
There  have  been  further  developments  in  laying  mains  for  the  new  roads  at 
Eastfield  in  the  Parish  of  Seamer,  where  the  Corporation  are  building  many  new 
houses. 

The  sources  are  at  Irton  Waterworks  and  Cayton  Bay  Waterworks,  and 
during  August,  1950,  the  filters  and  pumping  mains  were  worked  to  their  fullest 
capacity,  as  the  water  demand  during  that  period  exceeded  all  previous  records. 
The  Corporation  are  proceeding  with  a  scheme  for  extending  the  filters  at  Irton 
Waterworks,  and  have  purchased  the  pipes  for  a  new  16"  diameter  pumping  main 
3\  miles  in  length  which  will  be  laid  from  Irton  Waterworks  to  Low  Mount 
Reservoir. 

A  constant  check  is  kept  upon  the  quality  of  the  water  by  bacteriological 
examination.  For  many  years  the  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  North 
Riding  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Scarborough  Hospital,  but  owing  to  the 
changes  in  hospital  administration  this  service  became  unavailable.  Since  29th 
November,  1949,  the  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Hull,  and  324  reports  have  been  received  on  samples  taken 
from  the  consumers’  taps  in  different  parts  of  the  area  of  supply,  proving  the 
water  to  be  regularly  supplied  of  a  highly  satisfactory  quality.  Chemical 
examinations  of  the  waters  taken  from  Irton  and  Cayton  Bay  Pumping  Stations 
show  very  little  variation  in  water  at  different  times  of  the  year,  and  the  results 
were  uniformly  satisfactory.  Scarborough  water  does  not  show  plum  bo-solvent 
properties. 

Treatment. 

At  Irton  Waterworks  the  water  is  coagulated,  filtered  through  rapid  gravity 
filters  and  chlorinated. 

The  water  from  Cayton  Bay  Pumping  Station  is  sterilized  by  chloramine.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  detailing  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  the  year  19(50. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  all  the  various 
food  premises  throughout  the  Borough. 

Chemical  analyses  of  food  samples  show  a  very  satisfactory  standard  of  quality. 
Of  one  hundred  and  eight  samples  taken  only  one  sample  of  beef  sausages  and  ten  samples 
of  milk  were  found  to  be  slightly  below  standard.  The  majority  of  these  latter  were 
samples  of  morning  milk  and  the  deficiency  was  caused  by  too  long  a  period  between 
evening  and  morning  milkings;  this  fault  has  been  corrected.

Sustained  efforts  were  continued  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  There  were 
five  hundred  and  sixty-two  complaints  received  and  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-four  inspections  were  made.  Advice  and  assistance  were  given  in  each  instance. 

Two  rodent  operatives  employed  whole  time  by  the  Corporation  were  fully  occupied  in 
making  a  thorough  investigation  of  all  premises  known  to  be  or  suspected  of  harbouring 
rats;  the  Corporation  tip  and  all  allotments  were  baited  monthly  and  the  sewers  were 
baited  from  time  to  time.  The  total  number  of  rats  destroyed  by  the  operatives  was  five 
thousand  and  thirteen,  of  this  number  an  estimated  kill,  after  poison  baiting  was  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty.
